Be- 
cause of the size of our club and since NJ2BB had been a participant in the event from the beginning of 
our operation on the battleship, we were asked to take over administration of the weekend event and have 
been running since that time.

Growing up in Hillside, NJ 


Background 


I was born at a very young age and grew up in Hillside, New Jersey. Hillside was a small town nestled be- 
tween Newark and Elizabeth, New Jersey. At the time I was growing up 


Hillside could socioeconomically be charitably described as upper-lower 


class. The town was sparsely populated and urban sprawl had bypassed 
this small town primarily inhabited by first and second generation Ital- 
ians, Hungarians and Poles. The town’s cultural centers were the Italian- 
American Hall, the Hungarian-American Hall and, you guessed it, the 
Polish-American Hall. Hillside’s claim to fame was Phil Rizzuto, the leg- 
endary New York Yankee hall of fame shortstop and Yankee broadcaster 
for 40 years. Phil lived in Hillside for the better part of his adult life. 


J The Polish hall had a 14 inch TV set on top of a high cabinet. This was decades before the 
} advent of color TV. Milton Berle, AKA “Uncle Miltie” on Tuesday night and the fights on 
Friday filled the large room to standing room capacity with the TV set. If Joe Louis was 

| boxing you had to arrive at the club at least two hours before the fight to get a seat. 


I lived in a farm house at the very edge of town. In the back of the farm were humongous 
wetlands which the residents called a swamp. One year my combination birthday and 
Christmas presents was a pair of binoculars, amplification factor of about two, and a Peter- 
son bird field guide. I spend many hours exploring the swamp and bird watching filling up several note- 
books with sightings. 


Between second and eighth grades I had to walk a little over two miles each way to get to school. There 
were no school buses until Junior High and even then only students from 
specified grammar schools got transported by bus. My school didn’t qual- 
ify for busing. My grammar school didn’t have a cafeteria and everyone, 
except me, went home for lunch. For me, it was brown bag or don’t eat. 


The Birth of “Urbie the Junk Boy” 


One day on the way to school, when I was about 11, I came across a table 
lamp someone had relegated it to the trash collection. I was fascinated by 
the ornateness of the lamp so I took it and hid it in a wooded area on the 
way to school. I retrieve my prize after school. When I got home I put in a

bulb and plugged it in and guess what, nothing happened. I took the switch apart and noticed a compressed 
tab at the bottom of the assembly. 


I pried it up with a knife, put it all back together and Eureka it worked. That lamp adorned the family liv- 
ing room for years to come. Flushed with my victory over planned obsolescence I started leaving early on 
garbage day with an eye to acquiring more treasures. 


My problem quickly became one of too much treasure. Looking back I’m amazed that in the middle of the 
depression people were throwing away items needing only minor repairs. I started carrying a fairly large 
box, but the contents got very heavy very fast. I made a wannabe movable cart from a pair of salvaged 
roller skates that I used to pick up heaver items. Eventually my junk truck became a small baby carriage. I 
love finding something with gears or a motor. Most of my acquired items required only minor repairs such 
as a replacement switch, line cord, or some replacement hardware. About a third of the items had nothing 
wrong. If I couldn’t fix an item, I striped it for parts. 


My mother thought I could do nothing wrong and she started telling neighbors and friends about my prow- 
ess with fixing small appliances. Her publicity resulted in a small but steady stream in appliances for re- 
pair. If I fixed them, which was the usual case, they would give me a tip of a buck or two. This was in the 
mid-1940s when a buck would buy two hamburgers and two milkshakes with enough left over for a tip. I 
purchased a few tools with my earnings starting with a set of pliers followed by a soldering iron and a 
Heathkit Vacuum Tube Voltmeter (VTVM) from a kit. With the inclusion of a VTVM I really started to 
learn about electricity. 


An uncle suggested that I put a sign on a few supermarket 
bulletin boards proclaiming, “Small appliance repairs, no fix 
no pay.” In the summer of my 13" year I made enough 
money fixing appliances to purchase a brand spanking new 
Hallicrafters S-40A to replace a home built regenerative re- 
ceiver that never worked correctly although I suspected op- 
erator error. I used that receiver for years and it opened new 
horizons on the ham bands and what was between the ham 
bands. I loved listening to super strong Radio Moscow. I 
also started copying a US Navy code station just outside the 
top of the 40 Meter band. 


When people asked me what initially got me interested in ham radio I simply replied, “Junk.”

The Money Bands, and “all those others”

m@ | was reading an article about Brian Justin, WA2ZMS, who just completed contacts on 
MW 29 ham bands. 29 ham bands? Wow! I didn’t even realize there were that many! When 

i we operate field day, we tend to use what, like 6 bands? What are all these other bands? 
"| You probably already know. I needed a refresher. Follow along as I grab a copy of the 
<a latest US Amateur Radio Bands, and check out what these might be. 


18 bands up to 1.2 GHz 

Turns out there are now 18 bands up to the 1.2 GHz band, and another 11 above that. Setting those 11 
bands above 1.2 GHz aside for a moment, what are these 18 other bands? And which are you equipped to 
operate on? Let’s check our radios, and start counting them up. Which am I missing? 


I checked my radios. For many operators, like me, there’s 2 Meters, and 70 centimeters on our hand held 
HT or car radios. I use them when I’m traveling about town. As you know, your club, the GCARC, oper- 
ates a System Fusion repeater on the 2 Meter band at 147.180 MHz from a Pitman water tower location. A 
70 cm repeater can also operate out of that location. Technician privileges give you access to both of those 
bands. Ok, that’s 2 bands so far. 


Main bands on HF 

If you’re privileged to be able to play on HF, then there are the “money” bands of 80 Meters, 40 Meters, 
20 Meters, 15 Meters, and 10 Meters. You can get on these popular bands with most HF radios, using rea- 
sonably sized antennas. Do I call them the “money” bands because this is where the HF action is to score 
points during radio contest weekends? Or is it because of this natural affliction we hams develop, where 
we find ourselves needing to spend money to upgrade equipment again and again, to better compete on 
these bands? Whatever you call these bands, that’s 5 more, for a total of 7 bands so far. What others? 


WARC bands 

Some HF radios have access to the “WARC” bands. There are 3 of these bands - 30, 17, and 12 Meters. 
Some may recall when these bands were not part of amateur radio. However, you’d have to be getting up 
there in age for that to be the case. These became part of amateur radio in 1979. In the United States, 
we’ve had privileges on the WARC bands since the early 1980’s! Counting the years since then on your 
fingers? Yea, let’s not and say we did. Ok, that’s 3 more bands, total of 10 bands so far. 


Magic Band 

Let’s count 6 Meters. Technically, 6 Meters is above the HF band, though you can get it included in some 
multi-band HF rigs. There are also some hand held radios that offer 6 Meters. 6 Meters is sometimes 
called the “magic band”. When the sunspot numbers are high (not now), I am told it can be amazing. 

Most of the time though, 6 Meters is “line of sight”, similar to 2 Meters. But sometimes, often in the sum- 
mer, crazy sporadic-E skip can happen, offering long distance contact opportunities with very little power 
required. Also, meteor scatter communications is available on this band, day and night. Some people really 
like 6 Meters. When 6 Meters is hopping, I’ve heard of people calling in sick to the office to take advan- 
tage of the conditions, it can be that exciting when it opens up. Trouble is, you just never know when that 
is going to be, or for how long!

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Old Top Band 
160 Meters has traditionally been called the “top band”, but really isn’t anymore. There are a couple new 
bands more “top” than this “top band” now, but let’s talk about them later. 


160 Meters takes an effort to operate on successfully. For starters, the wavelength is long and poses some 
antenna challenges. Using a favorite website for reference: www.chem.hawaii.edu/uham/antennas.html, 
you can see a half wave dipole on 160 Meters needs to be 254 feet long! Even a quarter wave vertical is 
difficult, without some kind of electrical shortening, as it needs to be 127 feet tall! There is also the matter 
of static crashes. Summer time lightning storms often cause considerable interference on the lower fre- 
quency bands, even at distance. 


Still, for all its challenges, some people really like 160 Meters. They often put great effort (and money) 
into their stations, particularly the microphone systems, taking pride in having distinguished audio quality 
for those late night rag chew sessions. Ok, that’s two more bands mentioned, total of 12 so far. 


Into UHF 

In addition to being able to operate on 2 Meters or 70 cm, some hand held or base station radios are also 
capable of operating on one or more of these bands: 1.25 Meters (222 MHz), 33 cm (902 MHz), and/or 23 
cm (1.2 GHz). As you may know GCARC recently installed a new BridgeCom repeater for 1.25 Meters at 
the Washington Township repeater location. It reportedly has great coverage even up into the Cherry Hill 
area. Ok, that’s 3 more bands. That’s 15 so far. Can you figure out yet what am I missing? 


Channelized radio 

60 Meters is one of them. Unlike other bands, this one is channelized with reduced power and other re- 
strictions for use in the United States. Not all HF radios have this capability, and some of the older ones 
that do, don’t have the ability to operate on the channels currently authorized today. That’s 16. What are 
the other 2? 


MF and LF, new bands 

That exhausted the bands I was familiar with. But, it turns out there are two more. Last year, new “top” 
bands of 630 Meters (472 kHz, MF) and 2200 Meters (135 kHz, LF) have appeared on the ARRL’s chart 
of US Amateur Radio Bands, albeit with a number of restrictions. These restrictions include an effective 
radiated power limit of 1 Watt maximum on LF, or on MF if you are within 496 miles of Russia, and a 
unique requirement on either band to register first with the Utilities Technology Council. If I read this 
right, a power line carrier group may be able to deny your request to operate on these frequencies based on 
your location? I filled out the form for my QTH and submitted online tonight. I’Il let you know what hap- 
pens. 


If you thought there were technical challenges operating at 160 Meters, imagine 2200 Meters. A half 
wavelength for a dipole on 2200 Meters would be over a half mile long! No, I don’t have any equipment 
that can transmit on these bands. But I might be able to improvise some. And my old ICOM 7000 claims 
to have general purpose receive capability down to 30 kHz. So, here’s an offer. If any of you out there can 
transmit on these bands, and want to give a cross-band contact a try, I can give listening a try on one of 
these new bands, and call you back on HF. Let me know if want to give it a try! 


KB6NU's Ham Radio Blog 


Is the internet, millennials or FT-8 killing ham radio?

Amateur radio bloggers love to write about the demise of amateur radio. To wit, we have: 
e KONR’s Is the Internet destroying amateur radio? (https://bit.ly/2J2aKt9) 
e NOSSC’s Millennials are killing ham radio (https://bit.ly/2A vwvkS) 
e PE4BAS’ Is FT-8 damaging amateur radio? (https://bit.ly/2shGILk) 
e NZOT’s Did Joe Taylor K1JT Destroy Amateur Radio? (http://www.ei5di.com/jt.html) 


Of course, none of these posts are really saying that the internet, millennials, or FT-8 has killed amateur 
radio. What they are saying is that all of these are changing amateur radio as we know it. Well, duh, the 
way we live our lives changes every day. Why should amateur radio be any different? 


For example, Bob, KONR, discusses how the operation of remote stations is changing the game of DX. 
Can you really claim that you worked a DX station if you rented time on a super station? I’ve written 
about that topic, too (https://bit.ly/2xuytRe). 


There has also been much written about how FT8 is changing the amateur radio game. One blog post 
(https://bit.ly/2H1iJVu), talking about the effect of FT8 on 160m operation, even goes so far to say that 
this is the “end of an era.”” On DX World, the results of the poll, “FT8 - Damaging to Amateur Ra- 

dio?” (https://bit.ly/2H4RM30) show more than half of the respondents think that FT8 is damaging ama- 
teur radio. 


I specifically used the word “game” in the previous two paragraphs because that’s exactly what’s chang- 
ing. The physics of amateur radio certainly isn’t changing. Our transmitters are still generating electro- 
magnetic waves like they have been for decades, and on the HF bands, anyway, those radio waves are 
bouncing off the ionosphere just as they have been for more than the past 100 years. 


What’s changing is the human component. By that I mean what’s changing is how we think people should 
participate in the hobby. The hams that are complaining that the internet or millennials or FT8 is killing 
amateur radio are really just complaining that people aren’t participating in amateur radio the way they 
want them to participate. 

Here’s where we talk about millennials. In his blog post, Sterling, NOSSC, suggests that setting up remote 
stations is one way to engage young people. He writes, “I believe that remote operating, and other internet- 
assisted means of ham radio operation, are critical to youth engagement.” 


He’s also big on an idea he calls “ham radio hackathons.” He writes, 
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“A hackathon isn’t a coding competition. It’s explained well in this Medium article (https:// 
bit.ly/IxQFGSt). It goes even further than that, not limited to coders and engineers, but 
open to thinkers, doers, philosophers, system engineers, math people, teachers, students, 
artists, stakeholders ...anyone with an interest in solving a problem with technology.” 


I support both of these ideas, but I think that millennials (and, to be fair, it isn’t just millennials we’re talk- 
ing about here, but any newcomers to the hobby) need to step up and get these things going. I don’t think 
it’s my job to try to get kids interested in amateur radio. I don’t even know if that’s really possible. What I 
can do, however, is be there to encourage and support kids (and anyone else that expresses a sincere inter- 
est in amateur radio). 


For example, I’m not sure how fruitful it would be to set up my station to be remotely operable and then 
saying to some kids, “Hey, come and operate my station.” What I think would be more fruitful is to say to 
a kid, “Hey, come help me set up my remote control station, so that we both can use it.” Then, it turns into 
a learning situation, and we both gain from the exercise. 


The same kind of thing has to happen with ham radio hackathons. The motivation has to come from the 
ground up, not the top down. I do hope that this idea gets off the ground, though, and I’m standing by, 
ready to support this effort however I can. 


I think that millennials (I’m really getting tired of that term, by the way) need to grab the bull by the horns 
and take amateur radio in the direction they want it to go. Feel free to kill amateur radio as we know it. 
Make it better!

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More than 30,000 New Ham Licensees and 7,000 Amateur Radio Exam

For the fourth year in a row, more than 30,000 new licensees joined the Amateur Radio ranks, and the 
ARRL Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (VEC) conducted more than 7,000 Amateur Radio exam sessions, 
serving some 35,350 candidates for a new or upgraded license. At the end of December 2017, the US 
Amateur Radio population stood at 748,136.

“T’m hopeful that the 
number of new licen- 
sees will be more than 30,000 at the end of this year,” ARRL VEC Manager Maria Somma, AB1FM, said. 
“T would love to see this trend continue!” Somma said topping the 7,000 mark in ARRL VEC-sponsored 
exam sessions since 2014 was “an important milestone for us.” In 2017, the ARRL VEC administered 
7,075 sessions.

Despite the optimistic influx of 32,196 newcomers last year, the net growth of 5,349 - about 0.72% over 
December 2016 - reflects some 27,000 expired or cancelled licenses in the FCC database over the past 
year. In making the case for changes to the entry-level license, the ARRL Board’s Entry-Level License 
Committee referred to “the large number of Baby Boomers (roughly born 1945 - 65) [who] will soon be 
aging off the licensee rolls.” The committee predicted the likelihood of “a significant decline in the num- 
ber of hams, unless we take steps to reverse it.” 
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Somma said that, in addition to exam session administration, ARRL VEC also processed and electroni- 
cally transmitted 8,765 address changes and license renewals to the FCC for ARRL members in 2017. 
“This free service to members continues to be a strong draw,” she said. She further pointed out that, as one 
of three FCC-authorized Club Station Call Sign Administrators (CSCSA), ARRL VEC processed and 
transmitted 1,761 club license applications for the FCC in 2017, of which 338 were for new club licenses. 


The number of Amateur Radio license upgrades was 9,576 in 2017, continuing a slight downward trend 
over the past 10 years.

ARLBO11 Amateur Radio Parity Act Language Inserted in National Defense Authorization Act 


ARRL is praising the work of US Representatives Joe Courtney (D-CT), Vicky Hartzler (R-MO), and 
Mike Rogers (R-AL) for their successful efforts in securing language in the National Defense Authoriza- 
tion Act (NDAA) for Fiscal Year 2019 that aids in the survival and growth of Amateur Radio by giving 
radio amateurs the right to install an outdoor antenna at their residences with the approval of their home- 
owners associations. This language - text from the proposed Amateur Radio Parity Act (HR 555) - formed 
the basis for the Courtney-Hartzler-Rogers Amendment to the NDAA. 


The amendment, offered by the bipartisan trio and accepted by the House Armed Services Committee by 
voice vote, will ensure that Amateur Radio operators will continue to play a vital role in disaster commu- 
nication, when called upon. Amateur Radio has long-standing relationships with the Department of De- 
fense through both the Military Auxiliary Radio Service (MARS) as well as spectrum sharing. 


The Armed Services Committee passed the NDAA by a 60-to-1 voice vote after a 14-hour markup that ran 
well into the night. The bill now awaits House floor action. The Senate will begin its markup of the 
NDAA during the week of May 21. 


Representatives Courtney and Adam Kinzinger (R-IL) spearheaded the effort to include the Parity Act lan- 
guage in the NDAA. Both are cosponsors of the Parity Act, which has passed the House by voice vote 
twice in the past 2 years. 


Recognizing the long-standing relationship between Amateur Radio and the Department of Defense, Con- 
gressman Kinzinger - who served multiple tours for the USAF as a fighter pilot and is still a Major in the 
Air National Guard, and Courtney, who represents the House district that includes ARRL Headquarters, 
have been champions of the legislation in Congress. 


"The steadfast support of the Amateur Radio community continually demonstrated by Congressmen 
Kinzinger and Courtney has been a godsend," said Hudson Director Mike Lisenco, N2YBB. "The Parity 
Act wouldn't be anywhere close to this stage without their strong support, and our organization is ex- 
tremely grateful." 


Lisenco, who serves as Chairman of the ARRL Board's Legislative Advocacy Committee, also recognized 
other promoters of Amateur Radio, including House Energy and Commerce Committee Chairman Greg 
Walden, W7EQI (R-OR), Energy and Commerce Ranking Member Frank Pallone (D-NJ), and House 
Armed Services Committee Chairman Mac Thornberry (R-TX). "We are deeply grateful for their contin- 
ued understanding and support," Lisenco said. 


ARRL will continue to press for support to enact the Amateur Radio Parity Act throughout the legislative 
process.
